RESCUED GUNNERS 
FIGHT SUBMARINE 
THINK THEY HIT 


Ensign Tells of Shelling 
Submersible 3 Days Af- 
ter Own Ship Was Sunk 
Off Atlantic Coast. 


NEW YORK, April 29 (AP)— 
Five young American seamen dis- 
closed today ‘that after the loss of 
their medium-sized United States 
merchant vessel .they . shelled an 
Axis submarine with the deck gun 
of their rescuer, a United Nations 
ship. This occurred three days 
after. the sinking and the seamen 
think they probably hit the subma- 
rine and may have sunk it. 

The American ship, whose tor- 
pedoing was announced today, was 
sunk April’ 21. off the Atlantic 
Coast. Twenty-three members of 
the crew, including the captain, 
were rescued the following day, 
but 24 other members of the crew 
in two lifeboats still are missing. 

The action was described by En- 
-sign Frank M. Keathley, 22 years 
-old, of Corsicana, Tex., who was 
interviewed at Third Naval Dis- 
trict headquarters, .He said it was 
the’ first battle for all the gun 
crew members, whose ages ranged 
from 17 ,to 22 and most of whom 
had never been to sea before. 

Ensign’s Story of Fight. 

The rescue ship was. warned of 
‘a submarine nearby April 24, 
| Keathley said, and since its crew 
had little training in gunnery the 
Captain. asked’ the Ensign to man 
the gun. 

“Four of my men and I went 
astern and- got the gun ready,” he 
said.

KUIBYSHEY, April 29 (AP). — 
An important Russian advance of 
45 miles in four days was reported 
today in front line dispatches 
which said the Red Army crossed 
a big river in the face of fierce 
defensive action by the Nazi air 
force. 


In this and other key sectors of 


the front the Germans were said 
to have intensified their aerial 
operations in a desperate attempt 


- to prevent bridge repairs with the 


hope that rising spring floodwaters 
would hamper the Soviet advance. 

The 45-mile gain, in which Ger- 
man troops were reported hurled 
back to the southwest, was the 
most sweeping advance described 
in Soviet dispatches for some time. 

Location Not Given. 

The exact location was not dis- 
closed. Observers here said the 
river crossed could be any one of 
several streams which the Ger- 
mans have been defending stub- 
bornly as strong points from which 
they could launch a spring offen- 
sive. 

(Such a description might apply 
to German positions along the 
Volkhov River in the Novgorod re- 
gion south of Leningrad, the upper 
Volga in the Rzhev area, the Oka 
River near Orel, or the Donets in 
the Kharkov area.) 

The river, described as bridged 
at a point where its waters rise 
very high in the spring, was said 
to have been crossed in a swift 
thrust which carried the Russians 
forward 15 miles in one day and 
30 miles more three days jater. 

The reports credited guerrilla 
forces with having contributed con- 
siderably to the success of the 
attack by preventing the Nazis 
from blowing up one important 
bridge, seizing a railroad junction 
and driving the Germans from 
dozens of little communities—all 
in operations behind ithe German 


lines. 
Red Expert’s Views. 

Col. Zhuraviev, Russian mili- 
tary expert, wrote in the Moscow 
News that the Red Army would 
prove able to continue its ad- 
vances despite the soggy country- 
side and virtually impassable 
roads, and said the battles of the 
early spring would have a lasting 
effect in the rest of the campaign. 

He declared that as a result of 
tremendous losses, the German air 
force now lacked the overwhelming 
superiority which contributed 
greatly to Germany’s first swift 
gains on the Russian front. 

In three weeks recently, he said, 
mthe Germans lost 900 planes on the 
mrussian front. That means the loss 
of 2000 to 2500 flyers, he pointed 


out. 
Gains About Bryansk. 

Red Star reported: that Russian 
cavalry had hurled the Germans 
back on the flanks of their Bry- 
ansk front, in one sector, north of 
Bryansk, as much as 60 miles, and 
in another sector, had recaptured 
seven villages and killed or cap- 
tured the entire German advance 
force. 

The army publication said that 
in the far north the Russians had 


won an important height, killed 500 


Germans and driven the Nazis 
from 130 defensive winter posi- 
tions. 

On the Leningrad front the Ger- 
man Fifth Alpine, Sixty-first, 
Eleventh, First, 269th, 225th and 
217th Divisions were said to have 
suffered particularly heavy losses. 

Leningrad front fighters have 
killed more than 1600 invaders in 
three days, the Soviet Informa- 
tion Bureau said.

CIO ‘Powder Puff Brigade’ Vies With AFL 


‘Glamor Girls’ for New Members 


at East Alton.. 


If the CIO comes out on top in 
the current scramble to organize 
about 8000 workers at the East 
Alton plant of the Western Car- 
tridge Co. the credit will go 
largely to its “Powder Puff Bri- 
gade” made up of about 15 young 
women, chosen from the plant’s 
most attractive employes with CIO 
leanings, who have been put for- 
ward to preach to .their fellow 
workers the advantage of CIO or- 
ganization. 

If the AFL wins out, the credit 
will go to its bevy of “Glamor 
Girls,” who. each week compete 
with the CIO girls in seeking to 
gain the attention of the plant 
workers to tell how AFL organiza- 
tion would aid them. 

So far the coftest is nip and 
tuck. The old-time hard-bitten 
union leaders are down off their 
soap boxes and scouring their 
ranks much after the fashion of 
Hollywood talent scouts for new 
charmers to feature their at- 
tractions and pass out organiza- 
tion literature. 

Both camps take credit for intro- 
ducing the glamor element in union 
organization. So far the rival 
groups of charmers have got along 
peacefully and there has been no 
hair pulling or other clash. 

The “Powder Puff Brigade” and 
the “Glamor Girls” each go into 
action about once a week, taking. 
their stations at the gates of the 
plant to pass out leaflets announc- 
ing organization meetings or other 


publications of their unions. 

“We had a beauty at-one of the 
gates a few days ago,” the AFL 
organizer, Fred Olds, gleefully told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
men greeted her with low whistles, 
and stood in line to meet her. Some 
of them came back a second time.” 
E. K. Hartenstein, the CIO 1m- 
presario, while not belittling the 
work of the “Glamor Girls,” says 
the “Powder Puff Brigade” is more 
than holding its own, And, he 
says, girls of the “Powder Puff 
Brigade” are more effective organ- 
izers because they themselves work 
at the plant, while the “Glamor 
Girls” are.largely the relatives and 
employes of AFL organizers. 

The CIO campaign is being di- 
rected by District 50 of the United 
Mine Workers, the John L. Lewis 
wing of the CIO. Olds is a gen- 
eral organizer for the AFL and his 
plan of organization is to assign 
workers at the plant to various 
AFL craft unions, with one indus- 
trial Federal union for those who 
do not qualify for existing AFL 
craft organizations, 

Each union has announced that 
it will seek a National Labor Re- 
lations Board election to deter- 
mine the collective bargaining 
agency for the plant as soon as 
the NLRB acts on an intermediate 
report which recommended that 
the company™be required to dis- 
establish an independent -.union,

Rigid Government controls for 


wholesale prices and rents were announced today by Price Adminis- 
trator Leon Henderson following President Roosevelt’s call for de- 
cisive action to halt the swiftly mounting cost of living. 

In a single sweeping order—the general maximum price regula- 
tion—the Administrator set the highest prices charged in March, 1942, 
as an absolute ceiling over vittually everything that Americans eat, 
wear and use. The only exemptions are a limited list of food com- 
modities. Companion orders paved the way for Federal control of 
rents in 302 defense areas in 46 states and Puerto Rico, housing more 
than 76 million persons, and set separate ceilings for a broad range of 


commodities and products. 

By its terms, the general max- 
“mum price regulation requires 
that: 


1. Beginning May 18, retail 
prices, with a few exceptions, must 
not exceed the highest levels which 
each individual seller charged dur- 
ing March, 1942. 

2. Beginning May 11, manufac- 
turer and wholesale prices and the 
prices for wholesale and industrial 
services must not exceed the high- 
est March levels for each seller. 

3. Beginning July 1, no one may 
charge more for services sold at 
retail in connection. with a com- 
modity than he charged during 
March. 

4. Effective immediately, all re- 
tailers, wholesalers, manufacturers 
and sellers of services must pre 
serve existing records of sales 
made during March for maximum 
pricing purposes when the ceiling 
goes into effect. 

Other highlights of the general 
order include: 

The requirement that every re- 
tail store must publicly display the 
ceiling prices for selected “cost-of- 
living” commodities on and after 
May 18. 

Immediate licensing of all retail- 
ers and wholesalers, effective as 
of the date the ceiling applies 
to their articles or services; in 
other words, each retailer should 
consider himself licensed as of May 
18 and each wholesaler as of May 
11. Later, wholesalers and retail- 
ers will be required to register in 
writing on forms Which OPA will 

provide. 


Commodities and 

Services Covered. 

The general regulation applies 
to prices at all levele—manufactur- 
er, wholesale, and retail—of every 
commodity or product, domestic or 


imported, that is neither covered 
by a separate OPA regulation or 


specifically excluded. All services | 


connected with commodities also 
come under the ceiling. 

Prices on literally millions of 
articles of all sorts are, by the 
regulation, automatically  con- 
trolled. Prices on relatively few 
products are exempt. 

Among those controlled are 
prices of almost every processed 
food commodity—such as bread, 
cake, and bakery products; beef, 
pork and their products; sugar, 
fluid milk and cream sold at re- 
tail; ice cream; canned meats, 
soups, canned fruits and vegetables; 
canned fish and other canned sea- 
foods; cereals; lard and shorten- 
ing; coffee, tea, cocoa, salt, and 
spices. Also covered by the ceil- 
ing are all clothing, shoes, dry 
goods, and yard goods; soap in all 
forms; every kind of common fuel 
(even firewood); pipes, cigars, cig- 
arettes, and prepared smoking and 
chewing tobacco; drugs, toiletries, 
and sundries; furniture and fur- 
nishings; appliances and equip- 
ment; and hardware and miscel- 
laneous agricultural supplies. 


Specifically mentioned in the 
regulation are “cost-of-living” 
items including those which are 
, most significant in the budgets of 
average low -and - middle - income 
family groups. Ceiling prices on 
such items must be publicly Wis- 
Played by retailers, thus giving 
consumers every possible assur- 
ance that they will not be charged 
more -than the highest prices 
reached last March. 

All of the existing OPA schedules 
and regulations issued over the 


past year continue in full force, 


and effect. Those commodities cov- 
ered’ by temporary 60-day regula- 
tions automatically will come with- 
in the provisions of the general 
celling regulation upon their ex- 
piration unless otherwise treated 
by separate orders. 

‘The separate orders, issued 
simultaneously with the general 
regulation, impose maximum prices 
over a broad range of products of 
a nature requiring special pricing 
treatment. For the most part, 
these separate regulations set

Exclusions. 


Commodities not covered by the 
regulation fall generally into three 
classifications: 

1. Those that are exempt be- 
cause of provision of the Emer- 
gency Control Act of 1942 either 
(a) because they do not fall within 
the <Act’s definition of a “com- 
modity”—this excludes advertising, 
newspapers, books, magazines, mo- 
tion pictures, wages, common Car- 
rier and public utility rates, insur- 
ance, real estate, and professional 
fees; or (b) by reason of the Act’s 
special treatment of agricultural 
commodities unless and until they 
attain a level reflecting a substan- 
tial premium over parity. 

2. Commodities which do not 
have organized markets and for 
which it would be almost impos- 
sible to determine maximum prices 
either on the basis of previous 
sales or prices for comparable ar- 
ticles. Examples are: Highly sea- 
sonal fresh vegetables, fresh fish 
and game, objects of art, and col- 
lectors’ items, 

3. Primary raw materials—such 
as timber and mineral ores — all 
prices for which are substantially 
controlled by ceilings already in 
effect at certain levels. 

Henderson explained that many 
of the commodities which are left 
free of price regulation at the 
present time will be covered in the 
future by supplementary orders. 
Among other things, he said, it is 
planned to set maximum prices for 
certain agricultural products as 
soon as such action is consistent 
with present or future legislation. 

Specifically listed as “excepted” 
in the regulation are: 

1. Any raw and unprocessed ag- 
ricultural commodity or green- 
house commodity while it remains 
in substantially its original state, 
except bananas. In general, prices 
of such commodities are fixed at 
the stage of first processing, al- 
though fresh fruits and vegetables, 
plants, flowers and the like are ex- 
cluded entirely. 

2. Eggs and poultry. 

3. All milk products, including 
butter, cheese, condensed and 
evaporated milk (but not fluid 
milk sold at retail, cream sold at 
retail, and ice cream). 

4. Flour (but not packaged cake 
mixes and other packaged flour 
mixes)

Thus the rates charged by au- 
tomobile repair shops, garages, 
tailors, laundries, dry cleaners, 
shoe repair establishments, etc., 
are covered by the regulation, 
while the prices set by barbers, 
and beauty shops (services to the 
person) and the fees of doctors, 
dentists and lawyers, etc. (profes- 
sional services) are not. 

Services that are not rendered 
at retail, for example, repair of 
machinery in a manufacturing 
plant by an outside contractor, 
come under the ceiling on May 11 
-—the same date on which maxi-' 
mum prices apply to manufacturer 
and wholesaler.

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GASOLINE RETAIL PRICE 
CEILINGS SET UP, BASED 
ON CHARGES FOR MARCH 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP). 
RICE ADMINISTRATOR 
P LEON HENDERSON last 
night placed a ceiling on 
the retail price of motor fuel 
throughout the country. 

In all localities except for 17 
Eastern States and the District 
of Columbia the retail price 
may not exceed the maximum 
charged by each individual 
service station during March. 

For the Atlantic Seaboard 
States the maximum price was 
fixed at the highest rate 
charged. during March plus 0.4 
cent a gallon for gasoline and 
0.2 cent a gallon for Diesel 
fuel. 

The new maximums will be- 
come effective May 18. 

The OPA explained that the 
increase over March levels in 
the Atlantic Seaboard area was 
being allowed in view of pres- 
ent transportation conditions.

“Rent control is a war measure 
and an essential part of the over- 
all price ceiling,” Henderson stated. 
“Rent is second only to food in 
importance to the average family 
budget and American families 
spend five to six tdillion dollars a 
year for rent.” 

He appealed to every landlord 
and every tenant to co-operate 
with each other and with the Gov- 
ernment to guarantee success of 
the program, which he described 
as “an invaluable contribution to 
the war effort on the home front.” 
He warned that the March 1, 1942, 
rent date would not establish fair 
levels in many. cases and that if 
voluntary adjustments were not 
sufficient he would reconsider and 
take appropriate action. “Further- 
more,” he added, “the designation 
of 323 areas does not mean that 
rents would not be checked in the 
few remaining sections of the 
country still free of control. We 
are continuing our study of local 
conditions and will move immedi- 
ately into additional areas when- 
ever it appears that the defense 
activities are likely to result in 
higher rents. 

Three main points are involved 
in Henderson’s rent recommenda- 
tions: (1) For housing accommo- 
dations rented on the maximum 
rent date (March 1, 1942, or Jan. 
1, April 1, or July 1, 1941, as the 
case may be) the rent shall not 
exceed that charged on the maxi- 
mum rent date.

' “Highest price charged” means 
two things: 

First, it means the top price for 
which an article was delivered dur- 
ing March, 1942, in completion of a 
sale to a purchaser of the same 
class. Customary allowances, dis- 
counts or other price differentials 
cannot be changed, except to lower 
the price, Thus, a physician who 
buys bandages or proprietary medi- 
cines from a local drug store will, 
if he has a professional discount, 
continue to receive the benefit of 
a lower maximum price than an 
ordinary citizen, : 


Second, if there was no actual 
delivery of a particular article 
during March, the seller may es- 
tablish as his maximum price the 
highest price at which he offered 
the article for sale during’ that 
month. This permits the use of a 
list price if no completed sale oc- 
curred in March. Conversely, how- 
ever, if there was a completed sale 
at a price under the list price the 
actual sale price must be used as a 
maximum. The “offering price” 
where used to set the maximum 
price cannot be a “freak” price 
quoted to open bargaining or one 
never intended to’apply to a bona 
fide sale. : 

These two provisions are expect 
ed to permit retailers to arrive 
readily at ceiling prices for the 
great majority of their articles. 


To cover articles that were not 
sold during March and had no 
offering price—such ag a new line 
of canned goods—the seller must 
establish as his maximum price the 
highest price charged in March for 
the most nearly similar article. 
The seller cannot use his own 
discretion to adjust the maximum 
price for the new article up or 
down because it may vary in 
grade or quality or size, but must 
adhere strictly to the “March high- 
est” price of the most similar ar- 
ticle. 

A “similar commodity” is defined 
as one that has the same use, gives 
the buyer fairly equivalent service- 
ability, and is of a type which or- 
dinarily would be sold in the same 
price line. Differences merely in 
style or design which do not af- 
fect use, serviceability or the price 
line cannot be taken into account, 

In cases in which a seller did 
not deal in ‘the same or similar 
commodities or services during 
March, 1942, (for example, a per- 
son who took on a completely new 
line of goods during April), he 
must base his maximum price on 
the highest price charged during 
March by his: most closely com- 
petitive seller of the same class. 
The seller here cannot use the 
prices of a more pretentious store 
in a better neiehborhood, but must 
find a store as nearly like his own 
as possible. If the “competitive 
seller” does not have, item by 
item, the same brands and grades 
of goods, the seller seeking , prices 
must apply the most nearly sim- 
ilar commodity standard as out- 
lined above. 

Inevitably, there will be a small 
number of commodities which a 
seller will be unable to price un- 
der any of the foregoing methods. 
These commodities usually will be 
wholly new and there may be no

1. We must, through heavier 
taxes, keep personal and corporate 
profits at a low reasonable rate. 
2. We must fix ceilings on prices 
and. rents. 

3. We must stabilize wages. 

4. We must stabilize farm prices. 
5. We must put more billions 
into war bonds. 

6. We must ration all essential 
commodities which are scarce. — 
7. We must discourage instal- 
ment buying, and encourage pay- 
ing off debts and mortgages. _| 
I do not think it is necessary to 
repeat what I said yesterday to 
the Congress in discussing these 
general principles. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber is that each of these points is 
dependent on the others if the 
whole program is to work. 

For Self-Denial 

For Neighbors. 

Some people are already taking 
the position that every one of the 
seven points is correct except the 
one:point which steps on their own 
individual toes. A few seem very 
willing to approve self-denial—on 
the part of their neighbors. The/

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BROKER'S 4-YEAR TERM 
FOR FRAUD AFFRNE 
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G. A. Gantz Loses Appeal— 
Convicted of Operating 
Bucket Shop. 


The conviction and four-year 
prison sentence of Gordon A. Gantz, 
head of the bankrupt brokerage 
firm bearing his name, for mail 
fraud and violation of the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Act, were af- 
firmed by the United States Circuit 
Court. of Appeals, Eighth Circuit, 
in an opinion received here last 
evening. 

No error was found by the Ap- 
pellate Court in District Judge 
Charlies B. Davis’ instructions to 
the jury, and the court declared 
that Gantz received a fair trial, in 
which his conviction and sentence 
were “abundantly sustained by the 
evidence.” 

The mandate of the Court of Ap- 
peals will be filed here within a 
few days, and within 30 days after 
its filing, Gantz will te required to 
deliver himself to the United 
States Marshal. The place of his 
confinement will be determined by 
the Attorney General’s office. 

Gantz was convicted last June 20 
after a nine-day trial. He was 
charged with operating a bucket 
shop, buying and selling securities 
for customers without their con- 
sent, and mailing to customers no- 
tices of transactions not actually 
performed, The charge of fraud- 
ulent sale of securities involved 
about $6000, in the accounts of six 
customers, 

Gantz, 42 years old, lives at 1136 
Moorlands drive, Richmond Heights. 
His defense was that he acted on 
bad legal advice in the market 
flurry of 1937.

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP). 
MPLOYES in key war indus- 
tries, with some exceptions, 
are working a national aver- 

age of 48 hourg or more a week, 
according to the statement of the 

office of Donald M. Nelson, chair- 
man of the War Production Board. 

Here are the number of hours an 
employe works during an average 
week in these war shops: Ma- 
chine topl plants, 56; engine fac- 
tories, 54; shipyards, 52; locomo- 
tive shops, 52; ordnance factories, 
51, and aircraft plants, 48.7. Oth- 
ers nearing the 48-hour week in- 
clude; Machinery, 47.1; brass, 
bronze and copper, 46.1; aluminum, 
45.0; explosives, 44.9, and iron and 
steel, 41.3, 

Authorities made public these 
figures to allay the impression that 
war workers were refusing to put 
in more than 41% hours a week. 

The controversial 40-hour week 
does not limit the individual shop 
employe to 40 hours of labor and 
no more during any seven-day 
period. A man may work as long 
as he pleases, provided his em- 
ployer has a job for him. 

What the law specifically does 
demand is that, when an employer 
causes an employe to work more 
than 40 hours a week, he must pay 
him time-and-a-half for each hour 
or fraction of an hour of extra 
time worked. And there vou have 
the real crux of proposed work- 
week legislation—whether labor 
shall be required to wark an ex 
eight hours or more without re- 
ceiving overtime pay.

It ig quite possible that, before 
this war ends, all workers in war 
industries will be at their benches 
for what now seems a fantastic 
number of hours. The British, 
whose health and efficiency expe- 
rience largely may determine any 
new labor laws, have settled down 
to an average 54 to 56 hours as the 
regular weekly maximum for effi- 
ciency. 

They, of course,-are nearer. ‘the 
scene of action and are sep 
by deeper emotional intensity. An- 
other factor is that British fac- 
tories are not always geared to 
the same tremendous pace set over 
here. Some production men say 
that, because of this high-speed 
production, Americans work best 
on an eight-hour day, 

England jumped her average 
work week to 60 hours per man 
shortly after the war began. She 
dropped down to 57 early in 1940, 
when the strain. proved too great. 
Came the fall of France, British 
evacuation of Dunkerque and Hit- 
ler’s threat to invade the British 
Isles. Labor Minister Bevin called 
on Englishmen to “work 84 hours 
a week, and produce like hell!” 
Men stood at their machines until 
they dropped from fatigue. Even 
the women and children labored 
60, 70 and 80 hours. 

Soon the mortality, sickness and 
accident rate cut down production. 
Shop replacements became exces- 
sive. Men frequently were recalled 
from the armed services. Ab- 
senteeism increased from 10 to 15 
per cent. Many had to lay off two 
months at a time to rebuild physi- 
eal stamina. Bevin reduced the 
work week to a maximum 56 
hours and the average became 54. 

Little is known of German and 
Japanese experience. The best es- 
timate seems to be that Nazi fac- 
tories work their men 60 hours and 
the Japanese 70 hours. 

In Germany, all depends on 
who’s working. Captured Poles 
dre forced to labor beyond human 
endurance. French, Belgian, 
Dutch and other conquered peo- 
ples who must “volunteer” or not 
eat, work longer for Hitler, it is 
believed, than do labor gangs from 
Italy and other Axis “co-partners.”

Shortage, Army Supply Chief Says 


However, Military Shipments Have Gone 
Through—Railroads to Face’‘Terrific Bur-

WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP). 


HE chief of the Army’s serv- 
T ices of supply said today that 

ocean shipping was this coun- 
try’s worst war shortage, but that 
so far “there has never been a 
carload” of Army shipments held 
up at ports for want of cargo 
space, 

“We hope now to be able to ex- 
tend that to other shipments also,” 
Lieut. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell 
told a press conference. 

“Transportation is going to be 
the bottleneck of our whole war ef- 
fort,” he said, adding that ocean 
shipping was the limiting factor, 
with rail transportation to date 
moving with speed and efficiency. 

“We are alert, however,” he said, 
“t. the tremendous load which 
‘will be placed on the rails next 
fall. The peak of industrial pro- 
duction and the military move- 
ments then are going to create a 
terrific burden.” 

In production, he said, the prob- 
lems were raw materials and ma- 
chine tools, and although the out- 
put of military supplies has been 
very good, “I don’t want to create 
the impression that we. have 
solved this problem; we. haven't.” 


Nelson Testifies. 


A similar word of caution came 
from Chairman Donald M. Nelson 
of the War Production Board, who 
told the House Banking Committee 
that the production war “has just 
started.” 

Appearing in support of legisla-

19 BILLION WAR BILL 
SIGNED BY PRESIDENT 


Measure Provides for Renegotia- 
tion of War Contracts Deemed to 
Permit Excessive Profits. 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has signed into 
law a $19,151,597,010 war appropria- 
tion bili which carries a rider di- 


recting the renegotiation of any

Public Opinion and Peace Principles. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
’ WISH to make two points: first, that 
we cannot postpone until after the war 
the task of determining the principles 
. which are to guide our representatives in| 
drawing up the terms of peace, but must 
begin that task now. Second, that 
the Atlantic Charter offers the most 
practical starting point for such a study. 

To begin with the question of the 
urgency of this task, some will ask: Why 
not wait ‘age -we have won the war be- 
fore we talk about the principles which 
are to determine the peace? The answer 
is that if our representatives go to the 
peace conference without having formu- 
lated sound principles to guide their de- 
liberations, unsound principles will be- 
devil their counsels. 

It will not be enough that a few ex- 
perts should determine in advance the 
principles of the new world order. In a 
democracy, these principles must win the 
support of public opinion before they can 
become effective. The task is not merely 
to present to a public already united a 
simple and obvious solution of world 
problems, but to formulate principles and 
then unite public opinion behind them. 

But hard enough as it will be to over- 
come race prejudice, sectional rivalry 
and the desire for private advantage 
over the commonweal in our own 
midst, the task is immensely more dif- 
ficult: to unite, behind a common goal 
and cause, public’ opinion in 26 nations, 
the United Nations, including nations 

‘with such widely differing traditions and 
political structure as Britain, China, 
India, Russia and the United States. If 
we are to unite all these peoples behind 
the war effort and also behind the task 
of organizing the world after the war, 
our aims must be thought out with such 
wisdom and presented with such clarity 
and convincingness as to win universal 
acclaim. We cannot begin too soon. 

The second point I wish to make is 
that the Atlantic Charter is the —— 

‘point for such a study. For, to 
begin with, it is not one of several plans 
offered to us for academic study, but is 
an existing official document signed by 
about 40 nations, the members of the 
United Nations and of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union—excluding duplications. 

The charter is not a blueprint for the 
world to be, but only a first draft of the 
principles on which the peace is to be 
based. And it has its ambiguities and 
omissions. But it is a document which 
both merits and requires study. 

Tomorrow night at 8 o’clock, a meeting 
is to be held in Brown Hall, Washington 
University, to discuss the last: clause of 
the Atlantic Charter. This is the fifth in 
a series. The topics for discussion to- 
morrow are: disarmament of aggressor 
nations, a system of general security and 
the Atlantic. Charter, implications and 
omissions.

So when he addressed successively the business 
man, the stockholder, the retailer, wholesaler, manu- 
facturer, farmer, landlord and working man to thi 
them their incomes are going to be cut, he was 
covering well-worn ground. What these people want 
to know is just HOW the anti-inflationary program 
is going to work, what concrete steps are to be taken, 
what the President plans to do under his war powers 
(though this was partly answered by Mr. Hender- 
son’s new price order), and what he is going to ask 


Congress specifically to do. 


The need for exhortation is past. The time for 
preparing the people’s mind is past. The people 
ARE prepared to accept deep sacrifices in the inter- 
est of winning the war. They are acutely conscious, 
in turn, of the sacrifices our soldiers, sailors and 
merchant marines are making in all the contingents 
and in allethe seas. The three stories ‘with which the 
President closed his speech were interesting, impres- 
sive and inspirational, but no more so than the 
stories of héroism which appear every day in the 
press and on the radio. 

The fireside chats must of necessity be limited in 
number, so that when the President goes to the 
microphone and millions of Americans turn on their 
receiving sets, the precious half-hour should obvious- 
ly be used to the best advantage. i 

The country is hungry for real information, hard 
facts, instructions on how to proceed in private and 
business life, and they want the President to tell 
them what is expected. The inspirational type of 
talk is excellent when inspiration is needed, or when 
the country needs to be waked up to one situation or 
another, but the President, we feel,‘is quite mistaken 
if he thinks the country is not fully awake. 

In the most sympathetic spirit, we urge him, when 
his great audience gathers for a fireside talk, to 
give it more meat to chew upon than he did last night. 
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A POLITE LETDOWN FOR DIES. 

By a vote of 290 to 60, the Dies Committee re- 
ceived an appropriation of $110,000 from the House 
of Representatives yesterday to carry on until next 
Jan. 3, its so-called and long-continued investigation 
of un-American activities. 

Three facts about this action are its best appraisal. 
First, the appropriation is about one-third the 
amount that Dies asked for. The Texas headline- 
seeker put in a plea-for $300,000. 

Second, Congressman Cochran of St. Louis, as 
chairman of the House Accounts Committee, ex- 
plained to the House that an unusual situation had 
developed, with “hundreds and hundreds” of protests 
against the committee coming in after the House had 
voted to continue its life. 

Third, while the House did back up its earlier 
stand, the number of Congressmen who now voted 
— Dies had tripled. 

‘ In short, the House doesn’t think so * of 
Dies’ sensationalism and character-smearing any 
more. It has let him down easy, but it let him down 
none the less. If he is any good at all at detecting 
clews, he will quiet down, quit feeding the Nazi 
propaganda machine with bunk about. dissension in 
the United States and ease himself and his obnoxious 
publicity methods out of the war picture, 
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THE EDITORS DODGE THE ISSUE. 

We reprint today an editorial by Tom Wallace, 
former president of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors, taking that organization to task for 
failure to pass a resolution opposing solicitation of 
the Government to buy advertising space in news- 
papers. 

When the society, at its recent convention in New 
York, tabled the resolution, also reproduced on this 
‘page, Mr. Wallace and Willigm Allen White, the so- 
ciety’s most distinguished member, rose to protest 
in the most vigorous terms. They felt that the mo- 
tion to table, which is not debatable, was a cowardly 
device to stifle discussion and action on a question 
} vital to journalistic principles. Mr. White even 
threatened to resign unless the motion was recon- 
sidered. 

As a result of the protests of Messrs. Wallace and 
White, the society voted to reconsider the resolution, 
but ended by accepting a weasel-worded compro- 
mise offered by Richard J. Finnegan of the Chicago 
Times. Mr. Finnegan proposed that the society 
merely reaffirm its position against subsidies, .a 
general statement found in its code of ethics, which 
was somewhat less realistic and forceful than if he 
had suggested the society reaffirm its condemnation 
of sin and its approval of the Ten Commandments. 

All of this was occasioned by a. campaign launched 


to cause the Government to appropriate large sums 
of money to advertise the war effort in the press, It

the price for every item and service in commerce.” 
The major omission in the present program is, of 
course, wage control. It is the President’s hope that 
the War Labor Board will handle the wage problem, 
and that the other controls now imposed will make 
it unnecessary to impose special labor regulations. 
It is true, of course, that if the rise in living costs 
is halted, the major reason for labor moves to get in- 


control system is incomplete because of this omission, 
and future complications may result. 

It is a tremendous job that the Government has 
undertaken, The setup announced last night could 
scarcely be perfect, but Price Administrator Hender- 
son. promises that hardship cases “will be handled by 
special machinery which is now being set up as 
rapidly as possible.”

But in making this plea to the 
British, Hitler knew he was skat- 
ing on very thin ice, This is evi- 
dent from the portions of the 
speech in which he damned Japan 
with such faint praise. For it is 
Japan, not Hitler's Germany, 
which is threatening the “British 
structure” in Malaya, Burma, In- 
dia and Australia. Hitler himself 
never has laid hands on British 
territory, excepting only the un- 
important Channel Islands whieh 
are right off the coast of France. 
Therefore, in telling the British 
that they could preserve their Em- 
pire only by an alliance with “Eu- 
rope”—that is to say, with Hitler— 
he was proposing to turn against 
Ris Japanese ally. The problem, 
which he sought to solve in his 
speech, was how to convey his sug- 
gestion to the British without mak- 
ing it too plain to the Japanese 
that he would, if he could, turn 


against them. 

There are, I believe, compelling 
reasons for thinking that what 
Hitler would like to do, is furious 
and frustrated because he cannot, 
is to extricate himself from the 
present war by transforming it 
into a struggle between “Europe” 
and “Asia.” He tried and failed 
last year to win over Europe and 
Britain and America to the idea 
that he was the champion of a 
crusade against Bolshevism. Now, 
he would like to try again and 
make himself the champion of the 
Western white men against the 
East which in his mind includes 
Russia, :

HIS is the great daydream of 

Hitler, which must have kept 
him bemused in the long, dark, 
cold Russiaz winter. Such a trans- 
formation of the war would suit 
him strategically and ideologically. 
If he who has such gifts of per- 
suasion could only persuade the 
British to replace Churchill by a 
Laval, or even by a. Col. Blimp, he 
would have his hands free against 
Russia. The British power in Eu- 
rope is a tremendous thing, as he 
realizes very well. If Britain can- 
not be knocked out of the war, as 
he hoped to do in 1940, why can he 
not in his dreams, where all things 
are possible, find some way to se- 
duce the British out of the war? 
If he could succeed, he also would 
cut America out of the war against 
Nazi Germany, resistance on the 
continent would collapse and dis- 
content in Germany would subside. 
It would be the perfect strategical 
solution for him, the magical ful- 
fillment of the most thorough bit 
of wishful thinking that he could 
indulge in. 

Ideologically this transformation 
of the war would be a complete an- 
swer to a Nazi prayer. If in alli- 
ance with Britain he could call off 
the Western European war, he 
would become what he always has 
dreamed of being, the champion of 
Western civilization against Bol- 
shevism and “the yellow peril.” His 
propagandists in the United States 
have been hinting at this solution 
ever since Pearl Harbor. Hitler 
knows very well that his 1939 pact 
with Stalin made his anti-Bolshe- 
vism look preposterous and that 
his present alliance with Japan 
makes his racial theories look even 
more preposterous. If he could 
persuade the British that in. alli- 
ance with him they could have 
back Hongkong, Malaya, Burma 
and could be sure of India, he 
would feel once more like the old 
Hitler.

Where would the Russians, for all 
their courage, be today if Church- 
ill’s Britain had not stood fast in 
1940? Where would France be, or 
Poland, or Norway, or Belgium and 
The Netherlands? Where would 
we be if we stood alone in a world 
where the free nations had fallen? 


The Britain to which Rudolph 
Hess addressed himself last year 
had ceased to exist at Dunkerque. 
The Britain to which Hitler ad- 
dressed himself on Sunday has 
ceased to exist since Singapore.

Hitler’s acts have defeated his 
dreams, and the world has passed 
him by. He cannot unite Europe 
because he has subjected Europe 
to cruelty which he can never ex- 
piate. He cannot arouse the 
Western world against Russia be- 
cayse he has taught the Western 
world that the survival of a strong 
Russia is necessary in Europe and 
in Asia. He cannot arouse the 
white man against the Asiatic peo- 
ple because the white man. has 
learned in the hard sehool of un- 
forgettable experience that the 
hope of security and stability in 
the East rests upon the survival 
of a free, strong China. He can- 
not divide the English-speaking na- 
tions one from the other because 
he has taught them,. more vividly 
than years of their own discussions 
and arguments, that united they 
stand and divided they fall. 


Hitler, it is now evident, is grow- 
ing old, prematurely perhaps be- 
cause as he tells us he has not 
had three days’ vacation in nine 
years. The sure signs of age are 
upon him; he would like to fight 
all over again and by the same 
devices the battles which he once 
fought so successfully. In his 
meditations in Russia this winter 
he has invented a policy which is 
an attempt to make work in 1942 
the ideas which he remembers 
from 1939 and 1940. 


This is how in his own furious 
way a Hitler becomes his own 
Colonel Blimp. The same thing 
happened to Napoleon after his 
winter in Russia as anyone can 
se for himself by reading Gen. De

Senate Group Hears Three | 


Members — Two Believe 
Legislation Is Not Neces- 
sary, One That It Is. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (AP).— 
Members of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee reported today that there 
was a division of opinion among 
members of the War Labor Board 
as to the necessity for legislation 
to stabilize wages and settle such 
controversies as the closed shop 
demands of unions. 

Chairman Elbert D. Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the committee 
told reporters that Wayne L. 
Morse, representing the public on 
WLB, and Thomas Kennedy, labor 
representative, thought no Ipegisia- 
tion necessary, while Edward Mc- 
Millan of Nashville, an employer 
representative, thought “some leg- 
fslation would be helpful.” 

The committee called in the’ 
board members to obtain their 
views on pending labor legisila- 
tion. 

Afterward, Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, of the committee, told re- 
porters that he doubted that a 
majority of the committee would 
be convinced of the need for any 
legislation, but that he personally 
believed the testimony of the 
board members “shows that there 
ought to be a definite legislative 
rule.” 

The board members were report- 
ed as saying that they had as yet 
received no word from President 
Roosevelt concerning stabilization 
of wages in accordance with the 


Chief Executive’s announced in-|. = 


tention. 

Thomas said, however, that the 
board members who opposed any 
legislation expressed the opinion 
that wages could be stabilized 
through existing labor disputes 
machinery and under existing wage 
agreements. : 

“If you upset the stability that 
you have as a result of these corm 
tracts,” Thomas declared, “you in- 
troduce confusion.” 

In the House, a showdown in the 
Naval Committee was blocked tem- 
porarily today on legislation to 
limit war profits and restrict union 
activity. The members agreed to 
vote on the measure tomorrow. 
The delay today was based on a 
tcehnicality. 

Amid a chorus of cries “let’s 
vote now,” Representative Bates 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, raised a 
point of order that the committee 
was not legally sitting because the 
House itself was in session. Un- 
der parliamentary rules, the com- 
mittees cannot meet at such time 
unless first obtaining specific per- 
mission to do so. 

Minutes earlier, the committee 
rejected, 20 to 4, another motion 
by aBtes to adjourn to give the 
members time to study details of 
a profits-limiting formula  ad- 
vanced by Chairman Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia. 

The showdown is to come tomor- 
row on a pending motion by Rep- 
resentative Bradley (Dem.), Penn- 
sylvania, to table the profite-labor 
legislation, 

Vinson’s latest measure would 
lift the statutory maximum work 
week from 40 to 48 hours, but 
would allow laborers to obtain 
time and one-half pay in excess 
of 40 hours by vohintary agree- 
ments with employers. ' 

He proposed a profit limitation 
statute which would make allow- 
ances for a “reasonable amount” 
of money for amortization and for 
“good will” advertising to be in- 
cluded in the cost of war contracts.

Then, passing his hand across it, we saw the rose imme- 
diately changed to white. He drew the natural moral from 
this bit of legerdemain. That example will impress the chil- 
dren the rest of their lives. Long after Harvey's phrases are 
forgotten, they will recall the wodden —ſ⸗— 
rose into a white one.

THE CHILDREN PAID close attention during this sermon- 
ette. But the adults in the audience also leaned forward and 
were as interested as the youngsters. This use of what we term

“BUT THAT WOULD be sacrilege!” I can hear many rit- 
ualistic clergymen exclaim, especially those who never devel- 
oped a sense of humor. If these ritualistic men who are enam- 
ored of the form instead of the substance of Christianity 


would only read their Bibles more carefully, they would soon 
learn that Christ was an expert public platform psychologist. 
He waved a coin before one audience when he wished to focus 
its attention on His clever reply about rendering tribute to 
Caesar. That coin illustrates “stage materials.” He performed 
a magical feat of feeding 5000 men with five loaves and a few 
fish, thus originating the first church picnic. He waved His 
hand before the wine flasks and transformed clear water into 
red wine, which was the reversal of the color change shown 
by Harvey at Pittsburgh. You cannot have a live church with 
a clergy that is devoid of humor and dramatics. There is too 
much theology being taught in divinity schools today and not 
enough applied psychology.

USTARD greens are a nov- 
elty to many people, especially 
in the north. They have a 


’ different flavor from most greens, 


and one that is easy to learn to 
like. In preparing these greens, 
be particularly careful to wash 
them thoroughly, a leaf at a time, 


‘ and remember that in spite of 


their young green color and their 
crisp frilly look, they require 
much longer cooking than such 
greens as spinach. When spinach 
is cooked with mustard greens to 
make the flavor milder, be sure to 
put it into the kettle only after 
the greens are nearly done, for it 
wil] be over-cooked otherwise. 


Mustard Greens Boiled With 
Bacon, 


One-eighth pound bacon (in one 
piece), three cups boiling water, 
two pounds mustard greens, one- 
half pound spinach, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, black pepper to suit 
taste. 

Cut bacon in three-fourth-inch 
dice, drop into boiling water, cover, 
and cook one-half hour. 
while, wash mustard greens very 
thoroughly, trimming off roots and 
tough stems; trim and wash spin- 
ach. Put mustard greens into ket- 
tle with bacon, cover, and cook 
slightly above simmering point for 
45 minutes. Add salt, and pepper, 
and put spinach into kettle, press- 
ing down well. Again cover and 


cook until spinach is tender, about 


10-15 minutes, More water may be 
added as needed, but amount of 
pot liquor should be just right to 
serve with greens when they are 
done. Serve piping hot. Serves 
four.

Blood is typed in two particu- 
lars: the serum. of the donor is 
mixed with the cells: of the recipi- 
ent. These are then observed to 
see whether they clot—agglutina- 
tion—or whether the one dissolves 
the other—hemolysis. In either of 
these events the typing is not 
proper. It ig therefore necessary 
in any blood transfusion to know 
that the type of blood of the donor 
and the recipient fit. 


I HAVE ee show the 
efficiency of the German ~ Army, 
that whole regiments are put to- 
gether of the same blood type so 
that if blood transfusions are 
necessary, they can be done im- 
without typing, from 
any mat in the regiment. 

Now most hospitals have a list 
of blood donors, several hundred 
in number, who have been typed 
and who are available and who are 
willing to be used in case of emer- 
gency. Thig will take care of any 
emergency likely to occur; short 
of actual emergency warfare. 

But this has nothing to do with 
what is known as a blood bank, 
In one kind, called a plasma bank, 
blood is removed from a donor, 
typed and centrifuged in an anti- 
coagulant mixture so that it is 
ready for immediate use. 

This has no red blood cells in it, 
but because it replaces blood mass 
it is very valuable in shock, An- 
other form called the serum bank 
is simply the serum of blood which 
has béen allowed to clot and then 
the serum is decanted off. This is 
not considered as efficient as the 
plasma bank, however. 


A THIRD ORM is'the dry plas- 
ma, which is the easiest to keep 
and preserve, but pathologists of 
my acquaintance are not all agreed 
as to the usefulness and harmless- 
ness of the dried blood plasma. 

The plasma banks are put in a 
refrigerator and used cold as it 
has been found that they are less 
dangerous in a refrigerated state 
than at body temperature. The 
difficulty with the plasma bank is 
the amount of refrigerator space 
which is required. In the refriger- 
ator, the plasma blood bank ap- 
parently keeps indefinitely. I have 
known them to be used five or six 
months after the blood was drawn 
without doing the recipient any
